We have a 
hard-boiled egg- 
head combina- 
tion for 1956. 

It is not a col- 
lection of star- 
ryeyed ama- 
teurs such as 

got together behind Adlai Steven- 
son in 1952. He came late to the 
big game. He had no organization. 
He did not want to be associated 
with Harry Truman's leadership. 
He was suspicious of the big-city 
maciines. 


It was he who truly had the 
crusade in 1952, and not Dwight 
Eisenhower. There was attracted 
to Stevenson a group which was 
ready to die for him. But they 
did not know much politics. And 
they had little acquaintanceship 
among ward leaders. Their 
knowledge of precincts and dis- 
tricts was nil. They were full 
of ideals and hope. They had 
grown a little weary of the Demo- 
cratic Party as it had developed 
under the cocky fighter Truman. 
But they had little know-how. 
Yet, let it be noted that against 
the great military hero, even 
though he had little money and no 
organization, Stevenson polled al- 
most 30 million votes. 


This year it is different. 


Chief reason is Jim Finnegan, 
fellow with the Irish gift for poli- 
tics. Finnegan’s lieutenants also 
know their way around wards. 
They are aware of the fact that 
the Irish, Italian, Polish, Baltic 
and Negro wards do not always 
agree, or think alike. 


Tradition 


The egghead tradition is still 
with us. 

It still thinks in terms of the 
American people as people with 
problems, and it considers them 
as of primary importance, not 
economics. The Stevenson peo- 
ple still like to quote a line of 
poetry or a book. They think 
maybe the real big job of politics 
in the future is to save the in- 
dustrial system from becoming 
crassly material and destroying 
the soul of man. 

It is a hard-boiled egghead 
campaign. Make no mistake 
about that. 

Note well that it withstood an 
attack which, had it come in 1952, 
would have destroyed it. When 
Harry Truman, tragically vain, 
moved in to kill off Stevenson, 
the eggheads took it without re- 
treat. They did not flutter or 
become hysterical. They fought 
back with politics. After 24 hours 
Truman’s choice, Averell Harri- 
man, had managed to take away 
only 18 delegates pledged to Ste- 
venson. F 

In the end it was the Truman 
organization which broke, not the 
eggheads. This really shocked 
the ex-President. He thought he 
could rattle and disorganize them. 
But, they stood firm. It was.Mr. 
Truman who dropped through the 
trap door. The eggheads had 
tripped him up. 


DeSapio 

It was not merely Mr. Truman. 
Note well that Carmine DeSapio, 
a very smart and, in my book, 
nice fellow,.was in this picture. 
He is a pro. Politics is his busi- 
ness. He shocked some of the 
Southern delegations. They 
couldn't figure such a neat, suave 
man was anything but sinister. 
The fact he is as skilled in poli- 
tics as a topflight neurosurgeon 
is at the operating table never 
quite entered their minds. 

The eggheads beat DeSapio, too. 

And the same eggheads, with 
the blood of Harry Truman and 
Carmine DeSapio on their hands, 
could sit down and give loving at- 
tention to Stevenson’s acceptance 
speech.

The previously undisclosed 
Soviet plan was discussed by 
Malenkov in an interview with 
Sheldon Fisher, publisher of Pow- 
er magazine. Fisher recently re- 
turned from the Soviet Union. 


TO STABILIZE FLOW 


Malenkov, now minister of elec- 
tric power stations, disclosed that 
the great Volga scheme was al- 
ready on the engineering drafting 
boards. It is designed to stabilize 
the year-around waterflow in the 
Volga. 

Malenkov estimated power pro- 
duction would be increased by 
11,000,000 kilowatt hours when the 
rivers had been reversed. 


It was presumed that if the 
Volga project succeeded it could 
lead to even more grandiose ones, 
of which Russian builders have 
dreamed for many years—revers- 
ing the flow of such Siberian riv- 
ers as the Irtysh, the Ob and the 
Yenisei. ° 


{RRIGATE DESERTS 


The waters of these great 
streams could be utilized to irri- 
gate the arid deserts of central 
Asia. Soviet propagandists have 
declared ‘nuclear forces can be 
utilized to achieve this task.

Stevenson, who lost to Kefauver 
in Minnesota but came back to 
beat him later in Alaska, the 
District of Columbia, Florida and 
California, welcomed his old rival 
to the ticket. 

“TI think what has occurred this 
afternoon is clear evidence of the 
great vitality and virility of the 
Democratic Party,’’ said Steven- 
son.

And we Democrats must also 
face the fact that no administra- 
tion has ever before enjoyed such 
an uncritical and enthusiastic sup- 
port from so much of the press 
as this one. , 


But let us ask the people of our 
country to what great purpose for 
the Republic has the President’s 
popularity and this unrivalled op- 
portunity for leadership been 
put? Has the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration used this opportunity to 
elevate us? To enlighten us? To 
inspire us?

SWALLOWED NEW DEAL

after the election.

Payrolls in Atlanta Area 
Have. Doubled in Decade 


Atlanta first became known as a dis- 
tribution and transportation center for 
the Southeastern geographical area. It 
was inevitable that its bustling energy 
finally would express itself in an equal 
growth in manufacturing. 


The U.S. Department of Commerce 
recently reported that manufacturing 
plants in the Atlanta metropolitan area 
are now producing more than half a 
billion dollars’ worth of products to lead 
27 large centers in the Southeast. It rep- 
resents a gain in value of production of 
126 per cent during the postwar years. 


The value added by manufacture of 
goods produced in thé area is placed at 
$537,118,000, compared with $237,448,000 
immediately after World War II. The 
number of plants has increased from 872 
to 1,088 and the number of employes 
has. gone from 49,039 to 78,957. Wages 
and salaries have jumped from $112,049,- 
000 to $292,253,000. This doubling of pay- 
rolis in manufacturing covers a widely 
diversified field. 


Recent announcements indicate that 
this industrial growth will continue. It 
will continue to bring on related civic 
problems for which the community must 
prepare if growth is to be sustained. 
Civic leaders are aware of this and need 
the backing of the citizenry as efforts are 
made to stay abreast or ahead of the in- 
flux of people and problems 
growth brings. WIL .

Unfortunately, she had quite a 
bit of sickness last year and was 
out of school sometimes two or 
three weeks at a time, yet even 
with ail her illness she managed 
to have an average of four Bs 
and one C at the end of the year 
on her report card. 


The other day a teacher at the 
high school called her to fell her 
that she had a C average, so would 
be unable to take both geometry 
and chemistry—would have to 
drop one and take a study period, 
so she dropped chemistry. 

I called the school to ascertain 
why she had a C average. It was 
my contention that upless each B 
was no more than an 80)Jand the C 
a 70, she would have to have a 
B average, and even with the 
above figures the average would 
be mighty close to a B, but I was 
told they made no, effort to find 
out the numerical value of the B 
or C and that was that. 

I was informed it was not the 
policy of the particular high school 
she attends, but of the Atlanta 
Board of Education.

Too Many Vice Presidents 
Are Picked in Back Rooms 


How long will people of the country tolerate the inept method, the 
bald political exploitation by which candidates for vice president of 
the United States are nominated? On the eve of every national con- 
vention, some solicitous voices are raised in helpless protest. But they 
are weak and unavailing. As far as convention politicos are con- 
cerned, these wails are brushed off as so much chaff. 


Normally after the nomination 
is made for president, convention 
chiefs set about deciding on a man 
for the vice president spot. This is 
usually done in back rooms, hotel 
parlors or rathskellers. 

It is not done orn the convention 
floor by free decision of the dele- 
gates. 

Governing selection of the presi- 
dential candidate’s running mate 
are two prime factors: Political 
pulling power, especially sectional 
vote: influence of a_ candidate; 
and the presidential nominee’s de- 
sire. 

Often the man named to head 
the party ticket simply dictates 
who the vice president: shall be. 
Is this democracy? 

Conspicuously lacking is consid- 
eration of the ability or experience 
an the man named as vice presi- 


dential choice. His reputation must 


be without scandal’s smirch. But 
few or none pay heed to his ca- 
pacity to take over the govern- 
ment and administer the biggest 
job in the world in event of the 
president’s death or incapacity. 
This, we submit, is a cynical 
frustration of representative gov- 
ernment. It is a brazen hoax on 
democracy. And it es the 
worst sort of common sense, 


years. Ten of these became presi- 
dent upon death of an incumbent 
and through re-election. 

Men originally elected, as vice 
president have served as president 
ol years, almost a third of the 
time since America became a na- 
tion. During this century former 
vice presidents have occupied the 
White House 21 of the 55 years, or 
33 per cent of the time. 

Yet these men. were chosen ini- 
tially for no outstanding presiden- 
tial qualifications. They were chos- 
en for political reasons or personal 
reasons of a presidential candi- 
date. This is a wrong, a dangerous 
way to staff the office of chief 
executive. And frankly, the rec- 
ords of some of these presidents 
show it! 

The purpose of a convention is 
to choose the men for president 
and vice president most capable 
of operating the top executive of- 
fice. That duty has been signally 
ignored by politics, forgotten by 
politicians. They should not be 
blamed too much; they operate by 
tradition. 

The ‘electorate is as much or 
more to blame for not crying out 
in clamorous indignation against 
the subordination of democracy

expediency whenever a vice 


presi- 
dential nominee is chosen.

people seem to think. Faith is the most logical way a man can follow. 


It does not lead along a blind 
path but shows us a road made 
clear and illuminated by God 
Himself. There is not in all the 
world a more reasonable way of 
living than the way God shows 
us through faith, for when a man 
has faith in God his entire life is 
in tune with the harmony of crea- 
tion. To turn from God, the world’s 
Creator, is to run counter to the 
nature of things. 

I like Grenfell’s description of 
faith as reason grown courageous 
because it says that faith is not a 
negative or a passive thing. It is 
dynamic, adventurous, bold and 
heroic. 

Nothing so motivates a man to 
a courageous life of action as does 
faith. 

Because of his deep convictions, 
a faithful man must be up and 
at it. Great responsibilities are his 
and great opportunities. There is 
much work to do. Mighty tasks 
must be begun in God’s name. 

Of course, a faithless man can 
sit about in idle contemplation, for 
nothing much matters to a per- 
son who doesn’t believe much. But 
the man of faith cannot be happy 
as a spectator. He faces the im- 
possible courageously and chal- 
lenges mountains. He is spiritual-

N.Y. WEIGHTY 

It especially looked that way 
when New York switched its big 
block of 9644 votes from Wagner 
to Kennedy, and when Texas cast 
°6 votes for Kennedy. Virginia 
was in the Kennedy column al- 
ready, and Kentucky switched to 
him from Tennessee’s Albert Gore. 
Mississippi and Louisiana cast 
their votes for Kennedy, and South 
Carolina gave him her 24 votes. 
Alabama was split but favoring 
the Massachusetts senator. 

Then Tennessee, which had not 
even seen fit to give Kefauver 
its first ballot votes, reversed 
the trend. In order to get the 
vice presidency for a native son, 
if not a favorite son, the Volun- 
teer State switched from Gore to 
Kefauver.
